Electricity 
Generation Costs 


M& LEMASS. Minister for 
Industry and Commerce, told 
Mr. McGilligan (F.G.), at question 
time in the Dail yesterday, that the 
costs per unit of electricity generated 
at Ardnacrusha, the Pigeon House 
and the Liffey plant during the two 
years 1943-'44 and 1944-45 were, 
respectively: Ardnacrusha, .2947d. 
and .3024d.: Pigeon House, 1.0168d. 
and 1.5164d.; Liffey plant, 1.1201d. 
and .7162d. These costs, said the 
Minister. included operation, - fuel, 
maintenance, repair depreciation, 
interest and sinking fund, together 
with local supervision. They did 
not include any apportionments of 
general administrative and overhead 
expenditure. The Liffey plant was 
still under construction, and the 
costs, therefore. shown were not a 
guide to the unit cost when the 
station was in full commission. The 
annual cost to date of the 
mechanical and electrical equipment 
of works under the Liffey Reservoir 
Act. 1936. was £350,783, and the 
expenditure was not yet completed. 
Dried Fruit Supplies — Mr. 
LEMASS told 
Doyle (F.G.) that the quantity of 
dried fruit imported and to be im- 
ported was sufficient to meet only 
a fraction of the demand. being not 
more than 20 p.c. of the quantity 
normally purchased during the 
Christmas season.
